In our modem youth-oriented society, it is not 
politically correct to dote on anyone’s chronologi- 
cal age.

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Bird feeders can be a source of disease 


More than half of all American households feed 
birds. 

Whether bird feeders are helpful or detrimental to 
the wild bird population is still unclear, however. 

“‘We’ve known that birds do not get most of their 
food from feeders except during periods of extremely 
bad weather, especially after ice storms, when natural 
foods are lockedin ice,” says Glenn Dudderar, Exten- 
sion wildlife specialist at Michigan State University. 
“It’s also known that diseases get transmitted at 
feeders and that predators, both wild and domestic, 
take advantage of the concentration of birds at a 
feeder. But the net effect of the pluses and minuses of 
bird feeding is still unclear.” 

With birds able to goto feeders at every other house, 
concem about disease is growing, and the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service recommends that homeowners 
make aneffort to keep bird feeders clean to reduce the 
spread of disease from bird to bird. 

Four diseases are of particular concer: 

Salmonellosis, a bacterial disease, the iaost com- 
mon bird feeder disease. 

Trichomoniasisi, aparasite disease that causes sores 
in birds’ mouths and throats and makes it impossible 
for them to swallow. 

Aspergillosis, a fungal disease of the lungs. 

Avian pox, aviral disease that causes warty growths 
on featherless surfaces of a bird’s face, wings, legs 
and feet.

All four diseases can lead to death, either by killing 
birds outright or by making them more vulnerable. 

To reduce the possibility that your feeder will 
become a source of disease organisms for birds, 
Dudderar recommends the foliowing actions: 

* Clean up waste food, droppings and mixtures of 
the two that accumulate in the feeder. 

» Store food where it will stay dry and rodents can’t 
get into it. Discard any that looks or smells moldy or 
musty. 

¢ Wash and disinfect feeders and feed storage con- 
tainers. Scrub with or immerse empty, cleaned feed- 
ers and containers in a 10 percent solution of house- 
hold chlorine bleach (1 pint bleach and 9 parts water). 
Rinse and allow to air-dry before refilling. 

¢ Don’t wait until you see dead birds to this. If you 
are seeing dead birds, act immediately. 

“Except for avian pox, these diseases will affect 
humans as well as birds,” Dudderar points out. “Keep- 
ing bird feeders clean reduces the possibility of hu- 
man infection. When you’re cleaning the feeders, 
take care not to inhale or ingest any of the material 
you’re removing.” 

The best way to do this to to avoid putting dry matter 
into the air. Wet a heavily contaminated feeder with 
the bleach solution before scraping and scrubbing as 
needed. Wear disposable gloves and wash your hands 
and face after you’ re finished and have disposed of the 
gloves.

Spoiled food and other 
material removed from 
the feeder should be bur- 
ied or put in a plastic bag 
or wrapped in newspaper 
for trash pickup. 

“Don’t just dump the loose material into your 
garbage can,” Dudderar advises. “It will poof our 
every time you drop something else into the can.” 

Bird feeder design can be a factor in disease, he 
adds. Bird feeders should keep feed as dry as possible 
and have good drainage that allows water that gets 
into the feed to get out again. This reduces the likeli- 
hood of mold growth. Also, any feeder designed so 
that food waste and bird droppings fall to the ground 
rather into the remaining food is less prone to con- 
tamination than feeders that allow the birds to stand in 
the feed.

Good sledding on the Densmore 


Way back when, snow and cold weather came 
early and stayed late in the Pleasant Valley area.
